He has them mounted on one page 
and on the back of the other one 
he has given the real and legen- 
dary facts about the town repre- 
sented by the postmark. 

The majority of the towns of the 
Nutmeg State had their origin in 
Colonial days. 
town of Brooklyn reminds citizens 
that Connecticut was once a slave- 
holding state. Of the 3633 slaves 
owned in the state in 1756, one 
man residing at Brooklyn possess- 
ed the largest number, between 50 
and 60. 

In the earlier days most of the 
towns were noted for the manu- 
facture of certain goods for Yan- 
kee peddlers. These included tin- 
ware, sleigh bells, keys and locks, 
clocks, watches, buttons, combs, 
pistols, gunpowder, gin, brandy 
and cigars, to mention a few of 
the products.

School, Smithsonian 
Co-op On Libraries 


Boston University’s Philatelic Lit- 
erature Division and the Division 
of Philately’ of the Smithsonian In- 
stitution, in Washington, have en- 
tered into an understanding rela- 
tive to the exchange of duplicate 
philatelic literature. 

Boston University has received 
several large donations of books, 
magazines, and related material, 
highlighted by the Boston Philate- 
lic Society library, and has com- 
piled an important philatelic re- 
ference library. In addition it has 
accumulated quite a number of 
duplicates, and auction catalogs, 
which have been offered to ihe 
Smithsonian Institution to fill cer- 
tain existing gaps. 

The Smithsonian Institution has 
also been developing its philatelic 
library, and, as a result of the 
Eugene N. Costales, Malcolm Mac- 
Gregor, and Collectors Club of 
Washington gifts, especially, has 
in turn found itself with duplicated 
items required in Boston. 

Through this exchange the Phil- 
atelic Literature Collection of Bos- 
ton University and the Division of 
Philately of the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution in Washington will be enabl- 
ed to render even greater service 
to philatelists.

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Something New In Stamp Shows 


Garfield-Perry Stamp Club of Cleveland has just held their an- 
nual exhibition and the biggest thing about it was the splendid exhi- 
bition frames which made the show so attractive. These frames, 
designed by one of the members and produced by a good woodworker 








were a sight to behold. Each frame about 
30 x 40 inches in size holds nine, standard 
size album pages. The frames are built 
of a substantial wood in natural finish 
and of a light weight. They are so con- 
: structed that the glass with a black paper 
; background for display and a heavy ma- 
sonite backboard can be inserted into the 
edge of a frame and slid into place in a 
few seconds. The entire work of as- 
sembling the pages and the glass for dis- 
play takes but a few minutes as compared 
with other frames we have seen. The 
frames are then set up on long tables in 
an inverted “V” position held at the bot- 
tom by small braces and fastened at the 
top with two small wooden pieces that 
we might call locks. The whole frame is 
thus in almost perfect position for easy 
viewing. None of that neck stretching to 
E see the top pages and no back bending 
4 to see the bottom ones. It was the most 
GEORGE W. LINN perfect setup for a stamp show we have 
ever seen and that is not all. The show 
was due to close at 5 o’clock and promptly at that minute numerous 
iuembers of the club including myself started dismantling the 
show. There were, I believe 120 frames, maybe more and the entire 
setup was torn down, the stamps removed from the frames and the 
glass and backboard put back in for storage, all in just 30 minutes. 
It was a most amazing end to a wonderful display. We are told 
that the man who made these frames will consider orders from 
other clubs if interested. The frames can be purchased from him 
and the glass and backboard acquired in your own community, thus 
saving shipping expenses. We do not know just what the frames 
will cost but there are a few clubs which could finance at least a 
good number of such frames for their annual shows. We did not 
inquire as to just whom to contact regarding the frames but we do 
believe that good natured fellow, George Blizil, 2364 Queenston 
Road, Cleveland Heights 18, Ohio, will supply necessary information 
to interested parties 


The Great Seal Of Ohio 


This being sesquicentennial year, stories of early Ohio are being 
printed and broadcast on the radio from time to time and such a 
one was heard a week or so ago which is quite interesting. It seems 
that a commission to design a seal for Ohio met at Chillicothe some 
150 years ago and as such commissions still do today, a card game 
was started early in the evening and it ran through the night till 
the players all feeling that it was time to turn in, stepped out of 
doors for a breath of fresh air before turning in. The story goes 
that this was just as the sun was coming up over Mount Logan 
which forms the central part of our state seal. One of the players 
noticing this suggested that it should make an excellent picture for 
the center of our great seal and the others apparently agreed for that 
is what is shown one ou seal, sunrise over Mount Logan which is 
near Chillicothe, 


Your Old Stamp Papers

Hyphenated Town Names 


A few weeks ago we mentioned that we thought perhaps 
“Howey-in-the-Hills”, Florida might be a unique cancellation for 
cancellation collectors since it was a name composed of four words 
and hyphenated. We have since discovered or rather noted that 
the name is not hyphenated in the cancel mark. The hyphens we find 
are used by some of the native population in their date line on 
correspondence, Well anyhow it is a four word name, something 
quite unusual and as such is perhaps unique in postal cancels. 

Since calling attention to this four word name we are advised 
of another name that is of five words if we want to make two words 
out of “Saint Mary”. This town is Saint Mary-of-the-Woods, Indiana, 
This is written just as it shows on a United States Precancel stamp 
so must be correct. 1t is, you will note of five words, counting 
Saint and Mary as two words and the latter three words are sepa- 
rated by hyphens. 

Thanks to Charles Mueller of Chicago for this information and 
this is another unusual cancel for you who like such things. 


Credit Where Credit Is Due 


It is the custom for the P. O. D. at Washington to give the 
names of the designers and engravers of new stamps as they appear 
and as yet we have not seen any claim by the P. O. D. for the Ohio 
design which was the brain child of Bob West of Chillicothe, al- 
though the Department did make some changes. Now we are told 
that the Washington stamp was designed by Charles R. Chickering 
of the Department at Washington. A certain Mr. James A. Wehn 
of Seattle, Washington disputes this claim because he himself claims 
the original design of this stamp. Mr. Wehn submitted a design 
which after some changes from his original designs seems to be 
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are copied with minor changes it would seem that the originator of 
the design should be given recognition. It is a well known fact that 
many designs are usually made for all stamps and that the final 
outcome depends wholly on the Department, but certainly it does 
not have to claim such designs when the basis is taken from another.

The first day of issue will now 
be at Dayton, Ohio exclusively and 
on May 29. 

Issuing it earlier in the year 
instead of at the time of the Na- 
tional Air Races in Dayton this 
summer or even on the December 
first controlled flight anniversary 
date makes it possible to use the 
stamp by aviation-minded people, 
places and companies for almost 
a half year. 

The design is in the hands of 
the anniversary celebration com- 
mittee under the chairmanship of 
General James Doolittle. Un- 
doubtedly a professional will be 
called upon to produce a suitable 
stamp picture. Also, the denomi- 
nation will be 6c. 














1. Has New Orleans ever been a 
first day city, and if so, when was 
the last time? 

2. Has St. Louis ever been a first 
day city, and when was the last 
time? 





I have here two letters one of 
which contains an answer and the 
other an idea, a pretty good one 
too. The answer is to the often 
heard query, ‘‘Why wasn’t New 
Orleans chosen as the first day city 
of the Louisiana Purchase commmem 
since it of all cities was the most 
historically important involved?” 

David Balding, director of public 
relations for the New Orleans “‘Pur- 
chase” celebration committee 
wrote the following which should 
clear up that point: 

**.....We wrote you that the stamp 
would have its initial sale in New 
Orleans, as well as in St. Louis. 
However, this does not seem to be 
possible according to the latest 
word we have received from Wash- 
ington. We gather there has been 
some objection from stamp col- 
lectors to the simultaneous sale of 
the stamp in both cities. 

(Note: The raised eyebrows are 
mine! ) 

“They feel, the Postmaster Gen- 
eral informed one of our repre- 
sentatives, that the stamp would 
lose much of its value to collectors 
unless it was issued in one city 


only. 

(Note: My sympathies to the 
New Orleaners. How were they to 
know this is a standard P. O. D. 
excuse for avoiding extra work, and 
definitely not a feeling of cover 
collectors). 

“This Association, for some time, 
attempted to have the bill authoriz- 
ing the stamp changed so that 
New Orleans, which figured so 
prominently in the Louisiana Pur- 
chase, could have its share in the 
initial sale of the stamp. However, 
for the sake of what we believe 
to be the wishes (?) of stamp col- 
lectors, we are giving up our ef- 
forts to bring New Orleans into 
the picture. 

“We might also add that the bill 
which authorized the issuance of 
the Louisiana Purchase commem- 
orative stamp had already been 
passed before the change of ad- 


‘ministration. In its original form, 


it called for the commemorative 
issue to be sold in St. Louis only. 
At this comparatively late stage in

No doubt many of you have had 
this same thing occur to you, and 
haven’t figured the matter to your 
satisfaction. A lady collector has 
written: 

“T collect U. S. commems. Have 
all the recent issues — spend prob- 
ably $10.00 per year — which is 
not much. My problem is, should I 
collect the earlier stamps by sets? 
Or should I collect the stamps of 
each set of lesser price first and 
add the more expensive stamps to 
the set later? Which is the better 
way to collect stamps?” 

That has been discussed here on 
several occasions, but it is always 
a good item for review. 

First off, I would say a collector 
must establish a limit. Definitely 
decide in his or her own mind 
that he or she will go back to 1945, 
1940 or other date, and get every- 
thing from there to the present. 
Stay strictly within those bound- 
aries and do not stray, no matter 
what the temptation. The sum of 
money you have to spend for 
stamps will help establish start- 
ing and stopping points. 

Suppose by diligence you finally 
get all the stamps set in your 
goals. Now, move the limit back 
a few years to obtain all the stamps 
in that era, and so on. 

I would always urge the purchase 
of full sets of commemorative 
stamps, United States or Foreign, 
for the simple reason that you can 
buy them cheaper that way than 
singly. And you should get the cost- 
lier stamps first because those are 
the ones which go up at a faster 
rate than those of lesser price. 

And from a purely collector point 
of view you would certainly have 
a more impressive looking album 
complete say from 1940 to date 
than you would with stamps here 
and there from 1920 on.

Camillo Serafini, 
Vatican Governor 


William Wonneberger, Jr. 


When the Lateran Treaty was 
signed on February 11, 1929 the 
new Nation of the State of Vatican 
City was created. The new in- 
fant country immediately tackled 
the job of organization and the 
establishing of a working Postal 
Administration for the handling 
of mails. The very first order of 
the newly appointed governor, 
Camillo Serafini, was for the is- 
suance of a set of fifteen postage 
stamps. What was this man like 


who gave the stamp collecting 
world the very popular country 
of Vatican City? 





Governor Camillo Serafini 


Little is known about Camillo 
Serafini’s early life. The few 
facts available are that he was 
born on April 21, 1864 in Rome 
and he was one of three sons of 
an ancient Roman family. One 
of his brothers entered. the relig- 
ious order of Benedictine Monks, 
the other entered the priesthood, 
eventually becoming head of the 
Vatican diplomatic affairs. 

Later, this brother became a 
Cardinal of the Roman Catholic 
Church. Camillo chose the life 
of a layman and married Gio- 
vanna Soldini. They were blessed 
with six sons and one daughter. 

Serafini’s service to the Vatican 
started as Custodian of the Pon- 
tifical Medals. While he was 
serving in this post, Pope Pius X 
summoned Monsignor Ratti to the 
Vatican to become Prefect of the 
Vatican Library and aid Cardinal 
Ehrle. During the thirty year 
period Serafini served as Cus- 
todian, he and Monsignor Ratti 
came into daily contact with an 
intimate friendship resulting, 

When Achille Ratti was elected 
Pope Pius XI, Serafini visited 
him to receive many medals for 
the Pontifical Medal Collection. 
This collection today boasts of 
more than one hundred thousand 
pieces all described and cataloged 
by him. 

In 1929, when the Vatican be- 
came an independent and sover- 
eign nation, Pius XI remembered 
Serafini and his remarkable qual- 
ities when he appointed him Gov- 
ernor. At the age of sixty-four, 
Camillo Serafini assumed this 
high office and organized the 
Vatican State to enter the com- 
munity of nations. He had com- 
plete jursdiction over all civil af- 
fairs until his death, including 
the Post. Office. 

Throughout his life, this dis- 
tinguished gentleman attained 
many honors. He was praised by 
King Victor Emmanuel] III for his 
great fame as a scientist. For 
many years he was Director of 
the Artistic Workers, President of 
the Society of St. Peter’s, and a 
member of various organizations, 
including the Council of the Bank. 
He entered the “Ordine Piano” 
and was made a Marquis by the 
Pope. 

About 10 a. m. on March 21, 
1952, the fatal stroke came. As 








the Governor was entering his 


office he was stricken with a heart 
attack. Three quarters of an hour 
later, at the age of 87 years and 
11 months, he went to his final 
reward. 

Upon his death and to this day 
the Governor’s office has remain- 
ed empty. All of the Marquis’ 
duties are being performed by a 
commission of two Cardinals 
known as the Pontifical Commis- 
sion for the State of Vatican City. 

It is a shame that all collectors 
the world over did not come into 
contact with this kind and sincere 
man, Whenever it became impos- 
sible to find data for Vatican 
write-ups, a letter to him brought 
a swift and complete story on the 
subject. Without a doubt, Camillo 
Serafini played a decisive role in 
placing Vatican stamps in so 
many albums where they are 
found today. 
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ANTHONY WAYNE 
Revolutionary Hero 


Born in Easttown, Penna. 1745 — 
died in 1796. He was educated in 
Philadelphia and became a friend 
of Benjamin Franklin. For his bold- 
ness and daring during the Revolu- 
tionary war, they nicknamed him 
‘‘Mad Anthony.’””? He was named 
brigadier-general in 1777 and joined 
Washington's army. 

Conspicuous at the battles of 
Brandywine, Chadds Ford and 
Warren Tavern, he captured Stony 
Point in 1779, and was with Lafay- 
ette’s forces in Virginia. After the 
war he became member of the 
Pennsylvania assembly, and sat 
with the Constitution convention. 

In 1792 he was made commander- 
in-chief of a successful expedition 
and campaign against the Indians 
of the Northwest. Remembered as 
one of the most able soldiers in 
Washington's army, he was also 
a popular hero of the time. 


The design on the stamp com- 
memorating the battle of Fallen 
Timbers depicts a memorial in his 
honor, erected on the battle site, 
showing the general standing be- 
tween a frontiersman and an In-

The Machine

To get one thing straight right 
now, this machine was not invented 
to take care of a problem which 
confronted the postal powers that 
be in Washington. It was an exist- 
ing piece of equipment which the 
post office people adapted to their 
need. 

As you can see from the picture 
it’s a rather compact unit; and 
as Pitney-Bowes will tell you if 
you twist their sales manager’s 
arm ever so slightly, it’s just about 
the last word in meeting counting, 
or imprinting problems. 

The Post Office Department’s job 
of adding another Ic value to exist- 
ing lc postal cards, and counting 
them as the task progressed to 
take care of the bookkeeping, was 
one of those things which were 
just made for the Tickometer. 

To backtrack on the postal as- 
pects for a minute most of you 
should remember that on January 
1, 1952 it became the law of the 
land that the cost of sending a post- 
al card, government, picture, or 
otherwise was boosted to 2c. Post- 
master General Jesse Donaldson 
had recommended various rate in- 
creases to Congress affecting par- 
cel post, special delivery, registra- 
tion, and the postal card. 

They were intended to help make 
the service less inclined to wind up 
each fiscal year with a half billion 
or more dollars on the red-figure 
side of the ledger. 

It was impossible to plan stocks 
of the postal cards at the larger 
offices, and the smaller ones too, 
so that come January 1 all the 
one cent cards would be sold out 
and the.new 2-centers ready to be 
peddled to the public. 

There was, for instance, a total 
of approximately 66 million given 
the ‘‘golden touch” by the Ticko- 
meter at the New York City post 
office alone. That was tops for the 
nation with San Francisco se~ond 
and St. Louis third. 

It should be remembered that in 
a number of cases one city was 
designated in an area at which 
neighboring post offices could send 
their stocks of cards for handling. 
So actvally, as in the case of San 
Francisco, large stocks of cards 
were revalued for northern Celifor- 
nia post offices and of surrounding 
states. They weren’t all in storage 
in the San Francisco vaults — the 
man in charge gauges his require-

In existence and current on the 
new rate date were three different 
le government cards. First there 
was the commonest of the lot, the 
ordinary single having an imprint- 
ed stamp with Tom Jefferson’s pro- 
file. Second, the Double Reply, con- 
sisting of attached ‘‘Message’”’ and 
“Reply” cards the imprinted stamp 
of the former picturing Washington, 
the latter, his ever-loving wife, 
Martha. And third, a card some- 
what smaller than single items of 
the other two, called by some a 
“Ladies” or ‘‘Library’’ and bear- 
ing a reproduction of Honest Abe 
Lincoln’s features in the imprint- 
ed stamp design. 

Everyone should be familiar with 
that little green-colored box 13-16 
inch wide by % inch high in which 
were the three lines of ‘‘“REVAL- 
UED-2c-P.0. DEPT.” making the 
postals more valuable. They’re 
common as grass. 

You can see in the picture above 
how simple and easy the job was. 
The Tickometer was fitted with one 
of the revaluing dies — the man on 
the right placed the cards in the 
feeding magazine — the machine 
ran them through automatically 
— the clerk on the left then re- 





wrapped and stacked them.

Collectors 
should learn to distinguish between 
the two, as some may have 161A 
in their collections thinking that it 
is No. 161. 

The retail price of 161 is close to 
full catalogue, but No. 161A can be 
bought at 65c to 75c. This ‘‘A”’ 
variety is listed as ‘Coarse Im- 
pression” but the best way to dis- 
tinguish between the two is by the 
perforations. No. 161 is perforated 
14 and 161A is 15 x 14 or 14% 
x 14. 

SOUTHERN RHODESIA, Stamp 
Collecting (London) reports that 
Southern Rhodesia will issue a 2% 
pence stamp in November to com- 
memorate the visit of Queen Eliz- 
abeth and the Duke. 

AUSTRALIA. Scott’s has just ad- 
vanced the price of mint Australian 
stamps No. 3-15, 43, 44, 56-59, 
96-102, 126-129 and the 5 shillings 
Sidney Bridge Stamp No. 132 from 
$17.50 to $22.50. 

GREAT BRITAIN. There is a 
large demand for the George VI 
Great Britain overprints, including 
the Morocco Agencies. The M. E. 
F. and E. A. F. are popular and 
have not advanced as much as 
some of the others. They look good 
at the present low prices. 

CANADA. Stanley Gibbons have 
just increased the price on many 
of the recently obsolete stamps of 
Canada. This included the Capex 
set (311-314) which is quite scarce 
both mint and used. Other Cana- 
dian stamps which should not be 
overlooked are the unrevised set 
289-293 and the coils 295-296. 

MALTA, The six new color low 
value George VI stamps, recently 
released, may be the last stamps 
with the portrait of George VI. All 
new issues that are scheduled to 
appear soon will have the portrait 
of Elizabeth II. 

QUEEN ELIZABETH. The 
stamps of the new Queen that have 
been issued are popular and it is 


equal or even exceed the popular- 
ity of the stamps of George VI.

It is also easy to see that it is 
possible, if you are so minded, to 
put either end of a card in, or 
either side and get that green box 
printed just about anywhere. 

Therefore the fact that the im- 
print is on the bottom or sides, or 
anywhere else except the normal 
position beside the stamp, doesn’t 
make for a rare or scarce item. 
Such are just deliberate freaks. 

Pitney-Bowes claim that the 
Tickometer can imprint or count 
at the rate of up to one thousand 
pieces per minute. And it really 
had to move about that fast to 
get those piles of postals back to 
the post offices for sale before the 
middle of 1956. 

Forty-five of the machines have 
been purchased by the Post Of- 
fice Department for various tasks 
which crop up in regular opera- 




















tions. 

According to Pitney-Bowes, Tick- 
ometers were bought by the POD 
and placed into use at the follow- 
ing post offices for the revalua- 
tion of the 1c postal cards: — At- 
lanta, Ga.; Austin, Texas; Boston, 
Mass.; Brooklyn, N.Y.; Charlotte,

UN PRECANCELS 


Have more and more reports of 
collectors having the things and 
finally saw one last week.

INFANTILE PARALYSIS 
FELLOWSHIP 


A recently formed organization, 
in Great Britain is known as the 
Infantile Paralysis Fellowship. This 
association was formed by victims 
of the drez od disease poliomyelitis 
(commonly referred to as polio) to 
assist those who had been handi- 
capped by the ravages of the dis- 
ease in leading as near normal a 
life as possible.

handicapped the opportunity of 
knowing other members more se- 
verely disabled than themselves | 
and of rendering service to them;

science to their problems and dif- 
ficulties, and to influence legisla- ; 
tion in their behalf; to urge by all
